It is with pleafure we ftate, that difpatches were ycl- 
terday received at the. Admiralty, announcing the 
capture of the French frigate Nereide, carrying 36 
guns, 12 pounders, having on board 300 men. ‘This 
frigate was captured on the 22d ioftant, aboutzo leagues 
weit of Scilly, by his Majelty’s fhip Phoebe, Captain 
Barlow, of 36 guns, after a clofe action of about tivo 
hours, in which the French had 15. men killed, and 
about 200r 30 wounded ; and the Phoebe three*killed, 
and fix wounded.—Among the latter is the coxfwain, 
very dangeroafly wounded in the, fhoulder. The hull, 
of La Nereide is very much fhattered} of the feven, 
windows in her ftern, five are completely beat in; and 
her matts, fails, and rigging, are much cut. She failed 
from Rochfort about 14 days ago, in company with 
another frigate, te cruize off the Land’s End, but part- 
ed in a gale wind on the, 21rft inftant. On the clofe 
of the evening of the following day, the Frenchman 
difcovered the Phasbe, and it is faid, immediately made 
a fignal by rocket, as appointed by the commanders 
of the French frigates, in cafe of feparation, and con- 
tinued ftanding on. ‘The Phoebe at the fame time 
being on the oppofite tack, the two fhips were very 
foon brought alongfide each other, and they commen- 
ced the action yard-arm to yard-arm, which they kept 
up for nearly two hours, When the Phoebe dropi under 
the ftern of the Nereidey raked her with two broad- 
fides, and the Frenchmen ftruck their colours. The 
Nereide is a very fine frigate, completely {tored for a 
long cruize, and is faid to be not more than 2 yearsand 
a half old; the has 14 ports of a fide on her main-deck, 
and by her great length is capable of mounting 44 guns. 
The Phoebe and her prize are both fafely anchored in 
Cawfand Bay. ‘The Pomone of 44 guns, Captain 
Reynolds, was cruizing in company with the Phabe, 
but parted in a gale of wind. We may therefore en- 
tertain a hope that the other French frigate will fall to 
her fhare before fhe returns into port from her cruite.
